“Lorn* thing new in history!” 
T hus have historians described a 
p r in c i p l e of governm ent evolved by 
delegates to the Constitutional C on­ 
vention w iibh met in Independence 
Hall, Philadelphia, Just a century 
and a hill! ago. 
And it was exactly 150 year,?* ago 
this w. ( k 
from May 30 to Ju n e 5— 
th a t members of the Convention, 
sitting as a Com m ittee of the Whole, 
first < ore id* red .seriously th a t unique 
Id* t 
fin. fly, it was the plan of our 
Federal form of Republic, com bin­ 
ing a number of states, each with 
its own powers, under a central gov- 
c inm* nt 
with 
separate 
executive, 
legislative and judicial authority— 
"a sovereign nation of many* sover­ 
eign states.” 
But this wan only one of numerous 
Idea 
mon or less novel to th e polit- 
ieal thought of the day, th a t were 
introduced 
weighed and sifted at 
th a t history-m aking meeting. 
Informally im members approved 
also th** now familiar idea of bal­ 
ata* ii powers among the Executive, 
th e Legislative a nd the Judicial D e­ 
partm ents of Die National G overn­ 
ment, which became so distinctive a 
feature of our American system. 
Vigorously the m ajority of them 
fought to put the reins of authority 
in the hands of th e people. 
Firm ly m any insisted th a t both 
th e Executive and th e Legislative 
branches be field responsive to tin- 
public will. 
Voio s notable in A merican h is­ 
tory were raised in th e d em an d for 
popular rule and individual rights 
w hen 
th e 
Comm ittee 
considered 
m ethods of choosing m em bers of the 
proposed Congress. 
Jam es Madison, “F a th e r of the 
Constitution,” announced 
th a t he 
"considered the popular election of 
one branch of the N ational Legis­ 
lature as essential to every plan of 
free G overnm ent.” 


B en ja m in h e n h lin 


George Mason, of Virginia, declared! 
it should be “the grand depository 
of the democratic principles ol the 
Governm ent," 
insisting 
th a t 
“we 
ought to att* od to the rights of every 
class of the people.” 
Jam es Wilson, of 
Pennsylvania, 
wished ‘‘authority to flow im m edi­ 
ately from the legitimate source of 
all authority . . . th e mind of th e 
people a t large.” 
Benjam in Franklin 
pointed out 
th a t an Assembly elected by the peo­ 
ple “cannot easily 
become danger­ 
ous to lib e rty , 
they are the ser­ 
vants of the Peo­ 
ple, sent together 
to do the People’s 
business." 
W ith th e d i s ­ 
tru st of royalty 
still fresh in their 
minds, the dele­ 
gates were sim ­ 
ilarly c ager to keep the proposed, 
Executive responsive to the people.

These and o th er dem ocratic pro­ 
posals were vigorously defended — 
and not infrequently o p p o s e d - d u r ­ 
ing succeeding weeks, when debated 
in the formal sessions of th e C onven­ 
tion.
